If the construct is synthesized, it needs to be stated that it is 
synthesized. Likewise, "Peptide" is an insufficient response for numeric identifier <223> 
in SEQ ID NO:12. This error occurs in many other sequences in this sequence listing. 
Please make the proper corrections where necessary. 

In SEQ ID # 130, numeric identifier <213> can only be "Scientific name, i.e. 
Genus/species, Unknown or Artificial Sequence." Suggestion would be to make <213> 
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"Artificial sequence" and transfer "Hexapeptide coding oligonucleotide" to numeric 
identifier <223> in the mandatory feature
